He stated that he noted Halne 
escaped In November, 1956, had beer, in Siberia twloe, and 
had been associated with the Underground in Estonia for the 
last four to five years. He stated that the eaoape wsa 
remarkable because of the difficulty In getting out of the 
crea and that this is one of the few escapees In the past 
several years* 

Mr. Golubjalulkov stated that beoause of the above 
facts he believed Halne would have much Information of value 
to the United States. 
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
